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CAMP TIMBERWOLF FAQ 

WHERE IS MY CHILD ATTENDING CAMP? 

 Please refer to the transaction receipt from when you registered your camper. The site you registered for will be noted 

on the receipt. Camp is held at  two elementary schools during June & July. The last few weeks of camp in August are 

held at the Cedar Park Recreation Center. 

DOES MY CHILD NEED TO BRING A LUNCH? 

Yes, you should pack a sack lunch for your child every day of camp. We cannot refrigerate, cook, or heat up 

food in a microwave for your child– all items should be ready to eat. Some field trips will provide lunch for your child on 

Friday. We will note this on the weekly schedule for you to review at the beginning of the camp week. 

In addition, a separate morning snack should be packed for your child every day. Please make sure this is clearly 

marked, especially for younger children, so they do not eat parts of their lunch during snack time. Camp Timberwolf will 

provide an afternoon snack for campers.  

Please send your child with a water bottle every day. Only clear drinks are allowed at the camp sites. 

WILL MY CHILD BE WITH CAMPERS THEIR AGE? CAN MY CAMPER BE WITH THEIR FRIEND? 

Campers will be placed in groups called “dens.” The dens at camp are based on the grade you child will be going into 

the upcoming school year. Your child will do most activities with their den group throughout the day. Certain 

activities will be “all-camp” and the groups will join together to do these.   

Cubs: pre k– first grade 

Coyotes: second-fourth grade 

Wolves: fifth-seventh grade 

If your camper and their friend are not in the same grade, they will not be moved from their den groups. However, they 

will have several opportunities to see each other and spend time together at camp. 

WHAT IS YOUR CANCELLATION POLICY? Please email your cancellation to hailey.dulde@cedarparktexas.gov 

All cancellations must be made in writing 14 days prior to the first day of camp in order to receive a refund, less a $7 

handling fee. Please include the camper’s name (first, last) and the week of camp you are cancelling.                          

The initial $30 deposit is non-refundable and non-transferable.  

DOES THE $30 DEPOSIT COUNT TOWARDS MY REGISTRATION BALANCE? 

Yes, the deposit will be credited towards your registration balance for that specific week of camp. The deposit is non-

refundable and may not be transferred to other weeks of camp should you need to cancel.  

IS THERE A DISCOUNT FOR REGISTERING SIBLINGS? 

No, we do not have a sibling/family discount.  

MY CHILD CAN ONLY ATTEND A FEW DAYS OF CAMP THIS WEEK, CAN I GET A PRORATED REGISTRATION 

FEE? 

No, registration is paid by the week. The only prorated fee will be the week of the 4th of July when camp is closed. 
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MY CHILD IS A NON-SWIMMER. HOW WILL THIS WORK ON POOL DAYS? 

Any child identified as a non-swimmer on their registration paperwork will be issued a bright wrist band on pool days. 

This wrist band will indicate that they are only allowed in the shallow pool areas. Parents must provide a written request 

to the camp coordinator if they would like their child to wear a life jacket at the pool. 

WHO IS THE TRANSPORTATION PROVIDED BY FOR FIELD TRIPS AND POOL DAYS? 

Our transportation is provided by the LISD bus system. 

CAN I DROP MY CAMPER OFF LATE/PICK THEM UP EARLY FROM CAMP? 

Yes, campers may be dropped off/picked up anytime during the camp day. Please note that we will leave camp on pool 

days and on field trip days and this will be on your camp schedule. A sign will be posted on the door during these times 

to let you know where camp is and their planned return time. The parent/guardian of the camper must come into camp to 

sign in/sign out their child. Proper identification is required, only the individuals listed on camper’s registration paperwork 

will be allowed to sign them out. No exceptions. 

CAN I PICK UP MY CHILD DURING A FIELD TRIP? 

If necessary, you may pick up your child from a field trip site. We ask that you notify the camp coordinator by calling the  

camp cell phone should this situation arise. In addition, you must sign your child out and provide proper identification 

before leaving with your camper. 

WHAT KIND OF ACTIVITES WILL MY CAMPER DO AT CAMP? 

Summer is a time to learn about life through fun experiences, skill development, exploration, and friendships. It is our 

goal to provide your child with a safe experience that will be remembered. We will do a variety of activities each week of 

camp including sports, games, team building activities, “theme week” activities, arts/crafts, learning camp songs, 

swimming, and field trips. We will provide you with a schedule of activities each week. We will email the schedule to the 

email address provided on your www.cpparks.net account and you may also pick up a paper copy of the schedule at 

camp throughout the week.
